OFFSHORE MYSTERY SOLVED 

Last week, after several people expressed 
alarm after they saw a mystery vessel 
floating off the shores of Southampton, local 


Officials called upon the Hamptons Police 


to investigate. Officers who responded 
to the scene were at first mystified by 
the vessel, which looks like a species of 
offshore oil-drilling installation supported by 
three legs. Several police helicopters were sent 
out to perform reconnaissance on the vessel, 
bringing back frightening reports of crane- 
like devices on board the vessel, as well as 
large mechanical arms capable of reaching into 
the water and pulling smaller vessels out 
of the ocean. “We were honestly starting to 
think that we were witnessing the beginning 
of some kind of invasion,” said Officer Bill 
Cody, one of several Hamptons Police officers 
involved in the initial investigation. “In fact, 
I was about to alert the armed forces—and 
then I got the call from Chief. It was pretty 
close.” Cody is referring to a call he received 
from the Chief of the Hamptons Police, 
informing him that the mystery vessel 
was in fact a top secret Hamptons Police 


project that was being deployed for the first 
time. “We had wanted to keep our Offshore 
Surveillance and Intercept Platform (OSIP) 
a secret for a little while longer,” explained 
Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch, 
“but it got spotted, so the cat’s out of the 
bag now.” According to Hirsch, the existence 
of the OSIP was only known to a very few of 
the Hamptons Police’s highest-level officers. 
“The regular guys on the force were just as 
clueless as the general public on this.” However, 
now that the general public knows about the 
OSIP, says Hirsch, it’s permissible to explain 
what it will be used for. “As you know, 
our Hamptons Police submarine has been 
useful over the past two summers for enforcing 
rules that pertain to the ocean—noise 
levels on party boats, speed limits, etc. Now, 
with the help of the OSIP, we will be able 
to immediately respond to problem boats 
and, using the cranes and mechanical 
arms aboard the OSIP, physically lift these 
boats from the water—along with anyone 
aboard the boats—and place them in custody 
aboard the OSIP. This will greatly enhance 
our ability to keep the waters safe and peaceful 
for our citizens and visitors. In fact, if we 
get reports of bad behavior by any one 
individual on a boat, with our mechanical 
arm we can easily, physically remove just 
that one bad actor from a boat and let 
the rest of the party go on their merry way.” 
Hirsch says the OSIP will be fully deployed 
this summer. §&

Obsolete Medical Advice 


No Swimming ‘til Half an Hour After Eating & Other Stories

own at the beach when I was a boy, 

there was apparently sound medical 
advice, enforced by our mothers, that said we 
were not to go swimming for at least a half-hour 
after eating. 

It was a horrible rule, and it was like being 
sent to jail. We'd sit there on the blanket, tuna 
fish sandwiches on our breath, and sadly stare 
at one another wide-eyed while the other kids 
ran down into the surf to frolic in the sea. 

“Is it a half-hour yet?” one of us would ask. 

“Another 20 minutes,” a mother would reply. 

“Is it a half-hour yet?” we’d ask later. 

“Til let you know,” the mother would say, 
after which she would go back to talking to 
other mothers about a friend of theirs who was 
pregnant with her seventh or a dangerously 
impetuous woman they knew who was seeing 
a new fella who'd already been divorced once. 

We'd look at our fathers. 

They were reading the newspaper. Dwight 
Eisenhower had instituted the Marshall Plan to 
help Europe recover from the war. Raymond 
Lowe had introduced the Studebaker, a car that 
looked like a rocket ship. 

The fear of going in the water before a half- 
hour elapsed after eating was getting stomach 


cramps. The food would be down there in your 
stomach all in a ball but not going further down 
yet. Maybe it was from the exertions in the sea, 
or maybe it was the cold water’s temperature 
that would set off the dreaded stomach cramps. 
And that could lead to death by drowning. 
Mothers had examples to give of mothers they’d 
heard of whose children had drowned for going 
in before the half-hour was up. 

By the time I had my own little children, the 
rule had been cut back to a wait of 15 minutes. 
I don’t know why. It was the hippie era, the 
1970s. Surgeon General Koop had required that 
cigarette packs bear a warning saying it was 


‘dangerous to smoke. Perhaps medical research 


had led to the belief that the requirement for 
swimming after eating could be cut back to 
15 minutes without harm. Or maybe this was 
just our longhaired rebellion against earlier 
mothers. A few tried it. Nobody died. Everybody 
joined in. 

The more recent generation, of course, is 
silent when it comes to the length of time 
necessary for swimming after eating. After a 
tuna fish sandwich, a six-year-old will pause 


briefly to stare at his mother—a sort of leftover | 


primitive memory reflex from the generations 
before—hear nothing, and then scoot down to 
the water and run into a wave. 


Ive actually seen people EATING in the 
ocean. A slice of pizza is handed off while a 
kid runs in. He holds it high, then bobs around, 
eating it. Or he has a fanny pack that contains 
a health bar, and consumes that before the 
swim back in. (Carefully stowing the wrapper in 
the pack so as not to further pollute the ocean.) 
It’s shocking. 

Another thing that’s gone by the wayside from 
my long ago generation is finishing everything 
on your plate for the starving people in Europe. 


_As I said, Europe was in ruins after the Second 


World War. 

Later, after Europe recovered—it was the 
Marshall Plan—mothers changed that to 
“starving people in Asia.” Truth be told, to 
this day, I consider myself a proud member of 
the Clean Plate Club, although | still have not 
got a clue why eating everything on my plate 
somehow helps the starving people of Europe 
or Asia. After all, if I eat it, it’s gone, right? 
Nobody in Europe or Asia can eat it. It remains 
just one of those things back then that mothers 
knew the reason for that you had to obey and 
you have to leave it at that. 

Frankly, when perusing Open Table or Dan’s 
List on my phone, looking for a new place to eat, it 
is a factor, a positive factor, when a comment says 
“portions are small.” For me, that’s a plus. 
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Grey Gardens, the East Hampton home made 
famous by its former residents, Edith Bouvier 
Beale and Edith Beale, is on the market for the 
first time in nearly 40 years. The 6,000-square- 
foot home inspired a 1975 documentary, an HBO 
movie starring Sagaponack’s Drew Barrymore 
and Jessica Lange, and a Broadway musical.

The Rules of Who Gets Deported Changed Two Weeks Ago

O: February 20, 2007, just before dawn, 
armed federal agents from Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement (ICE) raided a 
home in East Hampton just down the street 
_ from where I live. They had guns and were 
looking for a particular Latino man who was 
wanted for deportation and was suspected to 
be in that house. 

He wasn’t there. Awakened in the house 
when the ICE people came in were about a 
dozen terrified people of Latino descent, 
including women and children, all of whom 
were legal residents awaiting naturalization. 
Even though the man wasn’t there, the 
agents rousted the occupants out of their 
beds in their nightclothes and, with many 
children screaming, spent a considerable time 
interrogating everyone. In the end, the agents 
left, reportedly telling the residents that they 
would return. 

This raid took place because President 
George W. Bush a few months earlier had 
quietly ordered an increased effort to round 
up people nationwide who were here illegally. 
As a result of bad publicity and the subsequent 
lawsuits from citizens, he called off this effort 
shortly thereafter. 

As for the victims in the case brought by 


the Aguilar and Leon families against ICE in 
East Hampton, a court years later awarded 
them a million-dollar settlement. 

It is also true that in that year, President 
Bush decided to build a wall separating 
America from Mexico, using more sophisticated 
security techniques. Boeing was engaged 
to work on the first part of it along the 
Mexico-Arizona border. But after spending 
$1 billion of taxpayer’s money, and discovering 
Boeing had only succeeded in putting up 
400 unattended ground sensors, 15 sensor 
towers and 13 communications towers along 
just 52 of the fence’s 1,000 planned miles, the 
effort was called off. 

As you know, things are changing. Last week 
on DansPapers.com, Brian Cudzilo interviewed 
local immigration lawyer Christopher Worth 
and wrote a remarkable account about 
the change in the immigration procedures 
that took place six days after Donald Trump 
became president. 

Largely because of what happened in 
East Hampton and other places, and because 
the Constitution’s Fourth Amendment 
protects the citizenry from unfounded 
search and seizures, new ICE rules about 
raids on homeowners were put into place 
at that time. Those rules would not allow 
a search, seizure or arrest unless the person 


they were hoping to arrest was a national 
security threat, a gang member, was 
undocumented, had been convicted of a felony, 
three misdemeanors or one DWI, and had 
continuously been living in America for less 
than two years. 

On January 26, 2017, things changed, in spite 
of the fact that Trump had, toward the end 
of his presidential campaign, pledged not to 
engage in deportation if it broke up law-abiding 
families. He would make a decision about those 
people on another day. 

That’s not what he is doing. The new, 
current order he put into effect on that day 
says people can be deported not only if they 
have been convicted of a felony, but also if 
they had only been charged with a felony, 
regardless of whether the case had been 
resolved or not. ICE can also deport people 
who have “abused public benefits,” whatever 
that means, or, in the opinion of the ICE 
agent, “pose a risk to public safety and 
national security.” 

Can they break down your door and raid you 
in the middle of the night without a warrant? 
Well, after 2006, a rule was put in that said if 
ICE officials show up at someone’s house in 
the belief they are dealing with illegals, they 
must ring the bell or knock. If whoever answers 
opens the door, that is (Continued on next page) 
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ICE (Cont'd from previous page) 


the equivalent of giving permission to enter, 
and so the ICE agents, even without a judge’s 
warrant, can then do so. 

That ICE rule remains unchanged to this day. 

What about the Statue of Liberty? “Give 
us your tired, your poor, your huddled 
masses... etc.?” 

Well, that concept was in effect from 
the founding of the country until 1917. During 
those years everyone was welcome here, and 
until that date they could just pay passage on 
a boat to get here and they would typically 
not be turned away unless they were deemed 
mentally ill or seriously ill with an infectious or 
life-threatening disease. There was a de-lousing 
procedure on Ellis Island. Thus came our 
grandparents, and great grandparents, including 
mine, Legally. 

In 1917, America was about to join the French 
and English in fighting World War I against 
Germany. Our arrival would turn the tide. 
It also would result in the death of over 
50,000 American soldiers. 

In the years just before 1917, the U.S. Congress 
repeatedly tried but failed to pass laws limiting 
the immigration of people from Europe where 
this great war was going on. 

There was also the matter of eugenics. 
This was at a time when science was making 
great strides. The telephone was invented, 
the moving picture, the electric light, the 
automobile, the airplane, the skyscraper. 
Soon, some crackpot scientists were claiming 
they had scientifically determined that certain 


people were genetically superior to others. 
If you could stop those of the lower order 
of people from procreating and enhance the 
higher order people’s ability to do so, you could 
breed a super race. 

This “discovery” was a big deal, even here 
in America. In the heartland of America, there 
were laboratories where the feebleminded or 
lower order people were castrated or worse. | 
know this sounds horrible. It was. 

Madison Grant, the Chairman of the New 
York Zoological Society, and an American, 
wrote a book about science and eugenics in 
1916. “To admit the unchangeable 
differentiation of race in its modern scientific 
meaning is to admit inevitably the existence 
of superiority in one race and of. inferiority 
in another.... The Anglo-Saxon branch of the 
Nordic race is again showing itself to be that 
upon which the nation must chiefly depend for 
leadership, for courage, for loyalty, for unity 
and harmony of action.” : 

Thus there were congressmen who 
wanted to stop the arrival of those who 
might dilute our basic, superior English 
background. The Germans had come and the 
Irish had come in the late 1800s. The Jews and 
the Italians had come in the early 1900s. (I’m 
Jewish). Practically all these interlopers were 
from Eastern or Southern Europe. They were 
not English. 

Congress voted new rules for immigration. 
President Wilson vetoed the bill. Congress 
overrode it. 


All applicants to America after 1917 had 
to pass a literacy test in English, and pay a 
$5 entry fee. In some amendments passed 
a few years later, it was also ruled that only 
2% of a total number of people already in 
America with a particular nationality would be 
allowed in. And the benchmark for that would 
be the nationality mix in 1890. That largely 
stopped a huge influx of Italians, who came in 
by the millions between 1910 and 1920. There 
was also a “gentleman’s agreement,” still in 
force, that would make entry into America from ~ 
Asia extremely difficult. 

During World War Il, using the 
quota arrangements then in force, President 
Roosevelt, to appease the “America Firsters,” 
turned away a boatload of Jews who had 
escaped Nazi Germany. The ship the USS St. 
Louis had to turn back and return to where it 
came from. 

Over the years, the law got modified 
further. Eventually, this “quota” requirement 
got changed in 1965 as the Hart-Cellar 
Act enacted by the 89th Congress and it is in 
effect today. 

Hart-Cellar keeps limits on how many 
people can come in from any particular 
country, and it is more concerned with 
applicants’ skills and relationships with family 
members who are already citizens here. The 
law also changed to end the ban on applicants 
from Japan.

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Coming Home? 


The Islanders, After Moving Off the Island, May Be Coming Back

or the last two years, the legendary New 
York Islanders hockey team has played at 
the Barclays Center in Brooklyn. 

They've kept the name because of the 
history of this team, but from a certain point of 
view, the move to Barclays was a move off 
Long Island. 

That point of view is blazoned across the 
chests of the uniforms of the Islanders. It 
consists of the word ISLANDERS together with 
a silhouette of Long Island, but the silhouette 
does not include Brooklyn (or Queens) even 
though by any physical examination of Long 
Island, the island extends all the way from 
Montauk to the Midtown Tunnel. 

The reasons for this are clear. Brooklyn and 
Queens are boroughs of New York City. Thus, 
true Long Islanders cut off the head of the 
island when they draw Long Island without 
giving it a second thought. The lack of a fish 
head finds its way not only onto the Islanders’ 
jersey but onto the side of many blue collar 
workers’ trucks as JOE’S PLUMBING AND 


HEATING. WE SERVE LONG ISLAND. The two - 


flukes of the tail, North and South Forks, wave 
merrily off to the right. 

Now it turns out that the Islanders may be 
giving serious consideration to returning to 
where they used to play on Long Island. That 


was at the Coliseum in Uniondale. If they do 
move back there, Long Island, once again, will 
have a major league sports franchise it can call 
its very own. (If you don’t think of Brooklyn or 
Queens as Long Island.) 

The old Coliseum is undergoing a sensational 
re-design, both inside and out. It had this dorky 
1950s look when it was built all those years 
ago. Now, photographs of the new $260 million 
renovation already in place show an exterior 
worthy of the gods, or, of the Islanders. 

Two weeks ago, Newsday reported that Edward 
Mangano, the Nassau County Supervisor, has 
been meeting with Jonathan Ledecky, one of 
the two owners of the Islanders, about such a 
possible move. 

According to the contract the Islanders signed 
with the Barclays Center three years ago, either 
Barclays or the Islanders can opt out of their 
contract in January 2018. If that is going to 
happen, the Islanders could be in the Coliseum 
for the 2019 season—which coincides with the 
grand opening of that new facility. 

It is not well known, but to move to Barclays, 
the Islanders had to become second-class 
citizens at that location. They have to give up 


the arena at Barclays whenever the Brooklyn. 


Nets basketball team schedules a home game. 
Furthermore, during the season—basketball 
and hockey coincide—the Nets have the option 
on two occasions a year to play a home game 


elsewhere, while the Islanders do not. 

There are other problems. The Barclays 
Center was not properly set up to host hockey. 
There are 1,500 locations where the view 
of the ice is obstructed. The ice itself, in 
an arena not originally built for hockey, is 
not properly smooth for the game. The players 
are frustrated playing on it. And the fans, 
who are mostly from “Long Island,” are very 
unhappy with the parking at Barclays, not to 
mention the long drive off Long Island (ahem) 
to get there. Finally, many hockey fans in New 
York City are attracted to the Rangers at the 
Garden or the Devils at the Meadowlands to 
watch the games. 

I’m all for the move. Although Long Island’s 
big city surely has to be Brooklyn—which was 
an independent city until 1898, when it was 
annexed to become merely one of the boroughs 
of New York City—true Long Islanders, looking 
at a Brooklyn court system, mayor’s office and 
capital buildings now abandoned, said good 
riddance, and, unable to do anything about it, 
symbolically chopped off its head. 

Islander hockey—the team won an astonishing 
19 playoff series in a row while winning four 
Stanley Cups in the early 1980s—a feat never 
accomplished before or since in professional 
sports. It is a legendary achievement. The 
Islanders are hockey royalty. And everyone is 
proud of the Islanders here. #&

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about immigration laws. 

The first is that these laws were proposed 
by Congress, not by a president issuing 
decrees. In these earlier cases, a president 
vetoed these proposals and sent them back 
for revision before finally approving them. In 
one case, Congress overrode the veto of a 
sitting president. Only in dictatorships does 
a president get to order the laws, put them 
into effect and declare judges who knock 
them down “so-called,” as this one did when 
a sitting judge in California did not agree 
with what he did. In America, we have the 
judicial, legislative and executive branches of 
government. The president has only limited 
ability to order executive edicts. That’s all in 
the Constitution. 

The second thing is that the United States was 
considered the Promised Land for everyone, but 
only fully so until 1917, when these restrictions 
began to be put into place. 

It’s also true that Australia became populous 
with westerners when the English sent 
their Irish prisoners to that country, without 
their consent, to serve out their prison 
_ sentences there. After that, the Australians 
have taken in a great number of people. 
Consider the recent phone call to Trump 
from the Australian prime minister wanting 
reassurance that America would accept 15,000 
refugees fleeing persecution who’d been 
accepted to Australia with the understanding— 
from Obama—that they would be moved on to 
the United States. 

Thirdly, consider that the bulk of this 


story is about legal immigration. In the 
revision in 1965, it was’ declared that -a 
maximum of 170,000 visas would be accepted 
annually (Trump has reduced it to just 50,000 
for 2017). 

But this essay is largely about legally admitted 
immigrants, and not about people from south of 
the border who took their chances by coming 
here to find a better life by walking across an 
unguarded border. 

Today, this flood of illegal immigration, 
estimated at over 10 million, has subsided 
and there are more Latinos returning to 
cross the border back to Central and South 
America than are coming in. 
2009 to 2015, President Obama had 2.5 million 
people deported, almost all of whom were 
problem people from south of the border. 
No President has — more people than 
Barack Obama. 

I don’t think anyone objects to problem 
people without documents being rounded up 
and returned to their homelands. 

But those who have been here for 
five years or more and have stayed out 
of trouble are another story. Many have 
started families and are raising children 
here. After all this time, — they 
should not be sent back, 


they should be treasured and celebrated, not 


for what they did years ago, but for what 
they have accomplished in a law abiding 
way since. And at the same time that we 
create a situation where no more can come 
across a border illegally, there should be a path

to citizenship for these people. 
That is my view. 


What is attorney Christopher Worth’s 
advice to the undocumented already here? 
Be polite. Don’t carry documents from your 
homeland. Don’t carry false papers. Right. 
now, before you are picked up, call a lawyer, 
or a reputable nonprofit, who defends 
people who are picked up. Have the name and 
number of that person handy. If approached by 
ICE or the police, do not try to leave the 
scene. If you find yourself started on the 
deportation routine, you may have little 
opportunity to find a lawyer to defend 
you. And most important, stay out of 
trouble. If you have done that, trust that 
the basic goodness of American life will see 
you through. 


Last week, our congressman, Lee Zeldin, 
sent out a survey to his constituents asking 
for their opinions about how he should do 
his job. 

One question he asked was remarkable: 

“Do you believe a Congress should be a 
check and balance on President Trump or help 
President Trump pass his agenda?”

~ Could you start’ with 
discussing the inspiration 
for this piece?

I may not be able to 
take some of the actions many animal activists 
are able to, but I believe I can use my talents 
to speak for the voiceless and represent them. 
To be on the cover of this magazine brought 
elation I couldn’t convey, not because my art 
was exposed, but because the problems were. 


So the piece was political from the start? 
Yes. This piece is called “The Resistance.” 


I used a bald eagle, which I 
have personally photographed 
on Long Island a few times. I 
cannot articulate the emotions 
of seeing one in its natural 
habitat. It just makes you step 
back and stare in awe. It’s a 
symbol of our freedom, liberty 
and justice. I’ve often tried to 
demonstrate in my work that 
animal rights, as well as climate 
change, which affects all of us, 
including wildlife, will not be 
dismissed easily. We will take 
action, we will resist. We need 
to do better for our home, and

It 
has helped me through adverse 
times. They say laughter is the 
best medicine. It was always a 
dream of mine to be a comedic 
actor, and many of these folks 
inspired me—but here I am, 
drawing them instead. And 
that’s okay.

How Do You Get to Poetry Street?

he Chicago poet Carl Sandburg once defined 

poetry as the journal of a sea animal living on 
land, wanting to fly in the air. Yes, it’s tough being a 
poet, especially in the digital age. But now is no time 
for poets to sulk alone, idle, blue and unheard. Even 
in the former Soviet Union, after all, poets recited 
their work to overflowing crowds packed into sports 
stadiums. If ever there was a time for poetry in our 
own country, now is it. 
_ And you can get your monthly dose of it on the 
East End at Poetry Street, a monthly open mic event 
created and co-hosted by Susan Dingle, at the Blue 
Duck Bakery Café on Main Street in Riverhead. The 
program began humbly as a project for the East 
End Arts JumpstART in June 2014 with a special 
Juneteenth theme. Two and half years later, Poetry 
Street has featured dozens of poets from ages 8 to 
80 from places all over Long Island and beyond. “We 
are thrilled,” Blue Duck Owner Nancy Kouris says, 
“to be able to lend out our bakery to such innovative 
and creative minds who share their original, thought 
provoking work.” 
_ Dingle first dreamed up the idea for Poetry Street 
while waiting to take the stage at the Nuyorican 
Poets Café in New York to read a poem of her own. 
“I thought, that’s what Riverhead needs,” she says, 
“a place where everyone can read their poetry and 
people cheer for it like it’s basketball.” 
And so it was. But first, Dingle wanted to 
accomplish two things in order to make Poetry 


Street as inclusive as possible. “I wanted it to be a 
sober space,” she said of her decision to hold the 
event at the Blue Duck, “so people of all ages and 
people in recovery can read and feel safe.” 

She also wanted every community in Riverhead 
to feel welcome. On that front she invited poet, 
community activist and 2010 Riverhead Public 
Servant of the Year Robert “Bubbie” Brown to be 
her partner in the event. “Poetry Street always had 
a vision of promoting social justice and building up 
what Dr. King called ‘the Beloved Community’ by 
providing a safe space where every voice is heard 
and valued,” notes Dingle. 

To be sure, and proven by her partnership with 
Brown, Poetry Street is no vanity project for Dingle. 
Instead it’s a program she hopes will, 
like good poetry should, bring the 
community together in good times 
and bad. “Whenever a community 
is in turmoil,” she says, “where 
racial strife erupts, I would like 
Poetry Street to be on the scene, 
with poets as ‘first responders’ 
putting words on things people are 
afraid to say.” 

In 2015 Dingle, along with Brown and 
co-host Maggie Bloomfield, took Poetry 
Street on the road and into the community, 
reading at the Community Mosaic for East 
Ends Arts, the Family Community Life Center 
of the First Baptist Church in Riverhead, as 
well as at civic events sponsored by the Anti- 


Bias Task Force of Southold Town. Poetry Street was 
also a sponsor of the Writer’s Resist event at Stony 
Brook Southampton in January and is planning to 
take their program into the Riverhead Correctional 
Facility. About the work poetry can accomplish, 
Dingle says that Poetry Street is “a sanctuary for 
those who are unheard, for those whose voices are 
emerging and those whose voices expand our vision 
and encourage our journey. An orchestra of human 
voices speaking its poetry is inherently wonderful.” 
And look for Poetry Street to expand in the future. 
Dingle’s ambitious plans include a podcast, a radio 
show—“‘like A Prairie Home Companion, only without 
the Blue Grass”—and maybe a television show. 
Even if you don’t have a poem to read, all are 
welcome to come bask in the poetic glow of their 
community. To quote Long Island’s favorite poet- 
son, Walt Whitman, “To have great poets, there 
must be great audiences too.” Bi.

The Woods are Lowely This Time

or a while there it looked like we might skip 
winter altogether. Lucky for us East Enders, 
one little blizzard is nothing. It’ll be 60° and sunny in 
no time. And since you can’t enjoy swimming in the 
600-plus miles of some of the world’s best beaches, 
what better way to spend a day than exploring one 
of the Hamptons hidden treasure: its backcountry. 
Elizabeth Morton National Wildlife Refuge, at 
2595 Noyac Road, outside Sag Harbor, offers a non- 
demanding trail the whole family can enjoy. After 
parking and passing a small information center, 
you'll find a three-quarter-mile hiking trail at the 
Refuge entrance. Soon after, you just might forget 
where you are. Small turtles have been known to 
amble across the footpath and fearless chipmunks 
sometimes run up to, and sometimes under, your 
feet. You’ll see more birds than you can shake a stick 
at—please don’t shake sticks at the birds! There’s 
also deer, and wild turkeys you'll probably want to 
stay clear of. A pair of swans live in the pond about 
halfway along the trail where there’s an elevated rest 
area with a bench. In late spring and early summer 
they can be seen tending to a handful of chicks. 
Finally, you’!! come out to Jessup Peninsula, home to 
several species of shorebirds and Osprey, who make 
their homes high atop manmade platforms. Take a 
look through the telescope to get an up-close look, 
without giving them a spook. A more direct path will 
take you straight back to your car, or you could take 
a walk along the beach and maybe get your feet wet. 


Also make sure to check out the East Hampton 
Trail Preservation Society website for information 
on eight different trails in the town, including 
East Hampton’s Ghost Town, an interesting three- 
mile loop trail through the abandoned Northwest 
Settlement. This one can be more demanding at times 
than the trail at Elizabeth Morton, but decidedly 
more historical. You won’t see as much wildlife, 
either, but you will come out on the beach along 
Northwest Harbor to absolutely breathtaking views 
of Barcelona Point and the historic Cedar Point 
Lighthouse. Photo opportunities abound at this 
time of year with all the leaves down. The trail can 
become a bit confusing at times, so be sure to print 
out a map of the hike available on the website, where 
you'll also find a self-guided tour. The trail is marked 
at 15 points, and the self-guided tour will explain the 
historical significance of the trees or the holes in 
the ground you’re looking at. Both the map and tour 
guide can be found at ehtps.org/lost-ghost-town. 

Not to be outdone, the Southampton Trail 
Preservation Society's website—southamptontrails. 
org—has information on 17 different trails covering 
over 300 miles in Southampton town, including 
details of the area’s natural history and topographical 
trail maps. The gem here is the Hamlet to Hamlet 
Footpath, an 18.2 mile hike from Elliston Park in 
Southampton to Mashashimuet Park in Sag Harbor. 
This trail and East Hampton’s Ghost Town often 
overlaps with the 125-mile-long Paumanok Path, a 
trail that extends from Rocky Point in the west to 
Montauk Point out east. For the history buff hiker,

parts of the Paumanok Trail from Sag Harbor to 
Montauk follows the path of Stephen Talkhouse’s 
legendary daily walks of the mid-1800s. You'll also 
find some information on locating the final resting 
place of a portion of Truman Capote’s ashes, which 
were spread on Crooked Pond in Sag Harbor in 1994. 

So go ahead: strap on your hiking boots, grab a 
large bottle of water, a compass or a phone with GPS 
and take a hike! #2.

The View from Grey Gardens:

Fy rey Gardens is not only one of the most famous 
estates in East Hampton, it’s one of the loveliest, 
with a truly stunning exterior and summery, old- 
school-elegant interiors. And it’s now available for 
sale for the first time in almost 40 years: It’s listed by 
Corcoran’s Michael Schultz and Susan Ryan, asking 
$19.995 million. 

The history of the storied estate at 3 West 


_ End Road goes as follows: The house was designed 


by architect Joseph Greenleaf Thorpe in 1897. It 
was purchased in 1913 by Robert Hill and his 
wife Anna Gilman Hill, who hired landscape designer 
Ruth Bramley to design the garden, including 
the ornate concrete walls from Spain that give the 
estate its name. 

In 1924, Phelan Beale and Edith Ewing Bouvier 
Beale purchased the house. Phelan was a law 
partner of John Bouvier, Jr. and had married 
Bouvier’s daughter, Edith. Bouvier’s Further Lane 
home, Lasata, where his granddaughter Jacqueline 


‘Bouvier Kennedy Onassis was a frequent visitor, is 


also for sale. 

Phelan Beale left his te and for many years 
Edith, known as “Big Edie,” and daughter “Little Edie” 
lived alone in increasing poverty, mental illness and 


‘squalor, mostly ignored by their relations. They 
_ became famous in 1975 when a documentary, Grey 


Gardens, was filmed about their daily lives and their 
relationship by the Maysles Brothers. The film has 
subsequently been acclaimed a classic. Eventually,

embarrassed, their cousin Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis had the house cleaned up. 

After Big Edie’s death, Little Edie put Grey Gardens 
on the market. Ben Bradlee, who was editor of the 
Washington Post during Watergate, and wife Sally 
Quinn, also a journalist, purchased the estate in 
1979 for $220,000. The house was in terrible condition 


- again—the agent refused to even set foot inside and 


Quinn recalled later that the home “was worse than 
in the movie,” although Little Edie told the Bradlees, 
“All it needs is a coat of paint!”

The Bradlees restored and renovated the place. 
The property is 1.7 acres with stunning gardens, 
while the house boasts 10 bedrooms and 6.5 baths. It 
probably needs some updates, including the quirky 
kitchen, but is basically fine as is. We think the asking 
price of just under $20 million is pretty reasonable, 
all things considered, although we might insist the 
framed posters of the movie and HBO adaptation be 
included.
